BRITISH UNITS GO 


TO AFRICA

T HE Germans yesterday entered Athens, as British and 

Anzac forces, writing deathless pages of history in 
rearguard actions, characterised by almost reckless daring 
and self-sacrifice, covered the withdrawal of the main 


body of the Allied Army. 


__ A special communiqué issued in Berlin yesterday 
said that the Swastika flag had been -hoisted upon the 
Acropolis, one of the most-famed symbols of Athenian 


greatness and culture. 


The communiqué also said :— 


‘* After ceaseless attacks and pursuit fighting, the advance 
guard of the German armoured division, ‘pressing on after 
the retreating British, entered Athens at 9.25 this morn- 


ing.”’ 


A New York message quotes the ‘‘ New York 
Times “ for a statement that a great part of the British 
troops and equipment have been safely evacuated from 
Greece for service in North Africa. . 


FIRST MESSAGE TO BERLIN 


— 


First news of the reported German / 


where a despatch, received from the 
Greek capital, said that a detachment 
of German motor cyclists entered the 
centre of the city at 9.30 a.m. Later 


that troops entered Athens at 11.17. 
This referred apparently to a consider- 
able body of troops following in the 
wake of the motor cycle units. 

The special communiqué was fol- 
lowed by a dispatch from Herr Hit- 
ler’s G.H.Q., quoted by the official Ger- 
man News Agency, stating that the 
Adolf Hitler Guard, in an ‘‘impetuous 
advance ” west the Pindus moun- 
tains, had reached the Gulf of Patrgs, 
had forced the passage of the Gulf 
and advanced on the Peloponnesus. 

Another announcement from the Ger- 
man Headquarters was that on Satur- 
day German parachute troops occupied 
the Isthmus of Corinth and the town 
of Corinth.’ “In a bold attack from 
the air,” the announcement said, ‘‘ the 
troops toox the Isthmus, occupied the 
town and secured the canal.”’ 

The German News Agency says that 
the first direct telegram from Athens 
to Berlin after the occupation of the 
city was received early yesterday from 
its representative, who stayed on in 
Athens. According to this telegram 
the first German troops in the capital 
were greeted with great enthusiasm by 
the Germans who had remained. 

“The Greek population, who also 
watched the .roops march in, remained 
calm. Expressions of surprise were 
repeatedly heard at the achievement of 


the German troops.’ 


COMMANDER'S 
RESIGNATION 


According to the Ankara Radio, 
General Papagos, the Greek Comman- 
der-in-Chief, resigned his post when 
he arrived in Crete. He has been suc- 
ceeded, it is said, by the Greek Pre- 
mier, who will act as War Minister. A 
Vichy message said earlier that the- 
General had been relieved of his post 
at his own request by Royal decree. 

An Italian News Agency message 
says that M. Kotzias, former Minister- 
Governor of Athens, has arrived im 
Ankara, i 

It is reported from the Turkish 
capital that President Ineunu left 
there on Saturday for Smyrna, on the 
Turkish coast, facing the Greek 
Islands. The nature of his mission 
was not disclosed. 


TRANSPORTS ON FIRE 


Yestergay’s Berlin communiqué, 
reiterating the claims made in earlier 
special announcements, said that the 
German Air Force continues to inflict 
further heavy losses on the Allies 
shipping. According to a German 
News Agency message, during armed 
reconnaissance, Luftwaffe aircraft 
si¢hted in the Mediterranean, between 
Crete and Southern Greece, five trans- 
port ship» aflame. They were set on 
fire during a heavy attack by German 
bombers on Saturday.

Feats of legendary heroism by the 
British and Greeks saved the forces 
on the Olympus line from encircle- 
ment with monstrous German tanks 
fanning out over the Plain of Thessaly, 
but for this heroism it might have 
been impossible to evacuate more than 
a small fraction of the Australian, New 
Zealand divisions and British detach- 
menis unless a long rearguard action 
could be staged by Peolopennesus. A 
large amount of mechanised equip- 
ment—guns, munitions and stores 
necessarily may have to be written off 
as a loss. 

The R.A.F. rallied repeatedly 

against the Luftwaffe’s superiority. 
Stukas attacked the exposed Allied 
artillery and machine-gunned rear 
roads and hammered every coastal 
inlet from Volos to the Pireus. The 
tired and sleepless R.A.F. men took 
toll of the swarming Germans. 
- Associated Press from Berlin last 
night said that there was no indication 
in Berlin whether fighting occurred in- 
side Athens or whether it was necessary 
to shell the city. German sources 
assumed that Athens was undamaged.

The Germans simultaneously thrust 
swiftly across the Corinth Canal and 
the Gulf of Patras into the Pelopon- 
nesus, apparently behind the withdraw- 
ing Allies, in what appeared to be a 
pincers movement, it was said in Berlin. 

Coincident with the presence in 
Berlin of Herr von Papen, German 
Ambassador to Turkey. the Berlin Press 
drew attention to the importance of 
the capture of the Island of Lemnos. 

The Lokal Anzeiger said :—‘‘ Now 
the German soldier is in command 
there, at the entrance to the Darda- 
nelles.”” Undoubtedly this was to be 
a strong talking point in an effort to 
bring Turkey into Jine when von Papen 
returned to Ankara. 


MAY ‘* BY-PASS” 
TURKEY 


The ease and speed with which the 
Germans have captured Greek Islands 
controlling the approaches to the Dar- 
danelles are causing concern in Turkey, 
says the Press Association from Ankara. 

Allied shipping, it is pointed out, will 
now have to use Messina and other 
ports in the south of the country. With 
this development lines of communica- 
tion and supply oon, Iraq—where 
British troops have been landed— 
assume greater importance, and the 
British action is thus shown to be all 
the more timely. 

Some quarters have pronounced the 
idea that the German drive towards 
Egypt might attempt to ‘‘by-pass’ 
Turkey by way of the Dodecanese 
Islands, Italy’s base in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. 

Despite Germany’s successes in 
Greece, Britain is still master of the 
Eastern Mediterranean, says Colonel 
Popoff, the Soviet military expert, 
writing in the Hed Star, organ of the 
Soviet Army, quoted by Press Asso- 
ciation. . 

“ Having taken the islands of Thasos 
and Samothrace in their stride,” he 
writes, “the Germans are also reported 
to have taken Lemnos, over sixty miles 
from the coast This island, lying 
thirty-five miles trom the entrance to 
the Dardanelles,:is of great strategic 
significance. .. . ‘The weak forces of 
occupation in these Greek islands make 
them profitable objects for action by 
the Germans.”’

Major Eliot, the military commen- 
tator of the Mew York Herald-Tribune, 
yesterday said that ‘‘ much that has 
taken place in the Balkans is a net gain 
for Britain. 

“ Hitler after all, and greatly against 
his will. has been ch to fight, in 
this region under circumstances not, 
selected by him. The German High 
Command knows as well as anyone that, 
the decisive area in this war is the 
British Isles and their approach waters. 
The Balkan campaign has diverted man- 
power, munitions and air-power from 
the decisive area, and has dislocated 
the German time-table, enabled Britain 
to improve her defences, and got 
America through the travail of the 
lease-and-lend discussions and the first 
stages of production. 

‘It has presented the Germans with 
@ new and serious police problem cover- 
ing a vast area,’ went on Major Eliot. 
“‘It has seriously impaired, if not 
destroyed, some of Germany’s best 
sources of supply for minerals and food- 
stuffs. It has brought Germany’s ally, 
Italy, to the brink of collapse.’’ 


20,000 DEAD IN 
BELGRADE RAIDS 


CITY WITHOUT LIGHT

Over 20,000 people were killed in 
the German raids on Belgrade, accord- 
ing to neutral ,eye-witaesses from Rel- 
grade now coming out of the war zone, 
states a P.A. ‘orrespondent on the 
German frontier. 

The electricity station and water 
pipes were smashed by bombs and the- 
city is still without light and water as 
a result. Thousands of corpses are 
still strewn — the streets of the 
' Yugoslav capital, representing a serious 
threat to the health of the population, 
already endangered by the fact that 
all water has to be fetched from the 
Danube. 


NAVAL CRAFT 
MASSING 


U.S. NEUTRALITY 
PATROL GROWS

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


Ameiican destroyers, - submarine 
chasers, minesweepers and other naval 
craft were assembled in great number 
along the Atlantic coast to-day, fol- 
lowing President Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment that the neutrality patrol was 
being extended as far as necessary for 
“the defence of the Western Hemisphere. 
Informed circles said that the patrol 
had been increased from 125: vessels 
six months ago to at least 200 now. 
Most of these were operating off New 
England and Canada, where Britain’s 
principal supply routes from North 
America run. 

President Roosevelt’s announcement 
of the extension of patrol operations 
was interpreted as indicating that the 
outer limit of operations in the Wes- 
tern Atlantic may have been moved 
from the 60th degree of longitude 
nearer the 50th, and in some cases 
even to the 40th meridian—roughly, 
half-way to Europe. 

As naval strategists viewed the 
situation, these measures might be 
sufficient to bring some reduction in 
British shipping losses, and delay, if 
not to eliminate, the problem of 
American convoys. 

Yesterday the Navy acquired the 
huge Floyd Bennet field as a New 
York base. [Informed quarters said 
that the White House had inquired 
what would be the Senate’s attitude 
towards legislation authorising convoys 
for Britain, and to have been informed 
that 45 Senators—three fewer than a 
majority of the present membership of 
Se a likely to oppose such legis- 
ation.

ROSSLARE HARBOUR, Sunday.’ 

For the fourth successive day, terrific 
explosions rocked Rosslare Harbour to- 
day, when many drifting mines ex- 

loded on the beach. The sea front for 
our miles was cordoned off by military, 
L.D.F. and Gardai. 

Flocks of sea birds within a radius 
of 60 yards were killed when a mine 
blew up near Greenore, Point. Another 
caused a chimney to collapse and raised 
slates off a farm-house, and pieces of 
shrapnel were picked up half a mile 
inland, “The blast shook houses three 
miles away and broke many windows. 

2 mines which drifted in beneath 
a terrace of houses in the centre of 
Rosslare Harbour were rendered harm- 
less by the Army Engineering Corps. 
Mines are still coming in, and residents 
have instructions to keep all windows 
open.

The German High Command com- 
muniqué yesterday said :— 

U-boats sank five merchantmen, 
totalling 39,148 tons in the Atlantic. 
Bombers yesterday *. British waters 
destroyed a merchant ship of 5,000 tons 
and a British destroyer in a low level 
attack. A third ship, carrying aero- 
plane parts, received direct bomb hits. 

Last night bombers again effectively 
bombed the port of Liverpool and 
other ports on the English south and 
east coasts. A coastguard vessel of 
1,000 tons was sunk. Hangars and bar- 
racks were set on fire at an enemy 
night aerodrome. 

Long range naval batteries effec- 
tively shelled ships in the port of 
Dover. 7 

During day raids against the coast 
of the occupied territories and against 
the West and East Frisian Islands the 
enemy lost four ’planes, of which three 
were shot down by fighters and one 
by anti-aircraft artillery. 

During last night the enemy dropped 
high explosive and incendiary bombs 
in several places in the occupied terri- 
tories and in North German coastal 
areas, mainly on the residential quar- 
ters of Hamburg. No economic or 
military damage was caused. A few 
civilians were killed and wounded, Two 
enemy bombers were shot down.

and seaports which had been most 
heavily bombed, to some of the places 
where the poorest ;eople have got it 
worst. .

To leave the 
offices in Whitehall, with their cease- 
less hum of activrty and stress, and to 
go out to the front—by which I mean 
the streets and wharves of London or

We 
put the case to the Dominions, of 
Australia, and New Zealand, and their 
Governments, without in any way 
ignoring the hazard, told us that they 
felt the same as we did. So an 
important part of the mobile portion 
of the army of the Nile was 
sent to Greece in fulfilment of our 
pledge. It happened that the divisions 
available and best suited to this task 
were from New Zealand and Australia, 
and that only about half the troops 
who took part in this dangerous 
episode came from the Mother Country. 
I see that the German propaganda is 
trying to make bad blood between us 
and Australia by making out that we 
have used thenr to do we would 
not havé asked of the British Army. 


DISASTERS IN BALKANS 


I shall leave it to Australia to deal 
with that taunt. Let us see what has 
happened. We knew, of course, that 
the force we should send to Greece 
would not by themselves alone be 
sufficient to stem the German tide of 
invasion, but there was a very real hope 
that the neighbours of Greece would a 
drawn to stand.in the line together with 
hex while time remained. How nearly 
that came off will be known some day. 

The tragedy of Yugoslavia has been 
that these brave people had a Govern- 
ment who hoped to purchase an ignoble 
immunity py submission to the Nazi 
rule. Thus, when at last the people 
of Yugoslavia found out where they 
were being taken, and rose in one 
5 peer gp surge of revolt, they saved 
the soul and future of their country, 
but it was already too late to 
save its territory. They had 
no time to mobilise their army. 
They were struck down by the ruthless 


avy even bring their armies into the 
eld. 

Grave disasters have occurred in the 
Balkans. Yugoslavia has been beaten 
down. Only in the mountains can she 
continue her resistance. The Greeks 
have been overwhelmed. and the vic- 
torious Albanian Army has been cut 
off and forced to surrender, and it has 
been left to the Anzacs and their 
British comrades to fight their wa 
back to the sea, leaving their mar 
on all who hinder them.

SETBACK IN LIBYA 


While these grievous events were 
taking place in the Balkans, in Yugo- 
slavia, and in Greece, our forces in 
Libya have sustained a vexatious and 
damaging defeat.

The bulk of our armoured troops, which 
had played such a decisive part m 
beating the Italians, had to be refitted, 
and the single armoured brigade which 
had been judged sufficient to hold the 
frontier untit about the middle of May 
was worsted, and its vehicles largely 
destroyed by a somewhat stronger Ger- 
man armoured force. 

Our infantry, which did not exceed 
one division a to fall back on the 
very large {Imperial armies that had 
been assembled and could be nourished 
and maintained in the fertile delta of 
Nile. Tobruk, the fortress of 
Tobruk, which flanks any German 
advance on Egypt, we held strongly.

Nigerian forces operating 
against the Italians in very difficult 
country in the Fiche area, north of 
Addis Ababa, have forced the enemy to 
take to the hills after destroying their 
motor transport.

TANKERS BOMBED

Libya—During the night of April 
25-26 bomber aircraft of the R.A.F. 
carried out another raid on Benghazi, 
and dropped bombs on shipping in the 
harbour and on other military objec- 
tives. - Large fires were started near the 
water tower, the telephone exchange 
and army headquarters. There were 
near misses to ships in the harbour, and 
a violent explosion was caused on the 
Mole. Our fighters machine-gunned 
and destroyed a number: of oil tankers 
and other vehicles moving between 
Derna and Barce. A ME. 110 which 
was attempting to attack our ground 
troops was snot down near Sollum. 

Abyssinia—Bombs were dropped on a 
hangar at Macaaca containing a number 
of enemy aircraft. Fortifications and 
troops were bombed and machine- 
gunned at Chelga and at Bahrdar, south 
of Lake Tana. From tnese operations 
iall our aircraft returned safely.

In the census of 1881 the number 
returned (of all ages) as Irish speakers 
was 924,781, while in 1926 this had 
fallen to 543,511. In the meantime, 
of course, the — had fallen 
substantially.

areas since 1926 was 2.7, while in the 
rest of the country there was an in- 
crease of 44.7 per cent. The report 
states that these figures are not ao 
favourable as might at first seem, be- 
cause the decline in the Gaeltacht was 
mainly among the adult population, 
while in the rest of the country the 
increase was in the population at or 
near the school-going ages, some of 
whom would inevitably lose the 
language through disuse in later years. 
The decline in the Gaeltacht was 
relatively greater in the Counties of 
Clare, Cork and Waterford. [he de- 
crease in the Fior Gaeltacht was 
relatively greatest in Nerry. 


INCREASES 


Outside the Gaeltacht the only 
county which showed a decline was 
Waterford. Leinster increased by 81 
er cent., Munster by 13.8 per cent., 
Jister (part of) by 11 per cent., and 
in Connaught only by 5 per cent. 

The considerable increase in the 
number of Irish speakers in the coun- 
try—namely, 126,000, since 1926 was 
mainly among the younger ages. In 
the period there was a heavy fall in 
the number of persons between the 
ages of 5 and 19, yet the number of 
Irish speakers of these ages increased 
by 115,000, while despite an increase 
of 58,000 in the population over 55 
vears the number of Irish speakers at 
these ages declined by 19,000. 


THE BOROUGHS 


The proportion of Irish speakers in 
the county boroughs is low—Dublin 
15.4, Cork 15.9, Limerick 15.5 and 
Waterford 16, yet they are substanti- 
ally higher than in 1926, In the 
Twenty-six Counties the number is 
fairly uniform, varying from 14.2 in 
Wicklow to 21 per cent. in Sligo. 
Children under 15 years constituted 
37.6 per cent. of the total number of 
Irish speakers. About a quarter of 
the total were in the 20-44 age group. 

The report states that there is evi- 
dence that the long decline in the 
number of native speakers is at length 
being arrested by the inculcation of 
the language in the schools.

THE NORTH 


HOW RED CROSS 
CARES FOR THEM 


-“ 


Details of the way in which refugees 
from Belfast are received, housed and 
cared for by the Irish Red Cross are 
contained in the preliminary report of 
the County Divisional Director, which 
was issued yesterday. The report tells 
how complete records are kept of any 
inquiries made on behalf of the 
refugees, of all gifts received, of the 
number of refugees leaving, of refugees 
sent for hospital treatment, and of all 
refugees requiring outside help. 

Meals are cooked by an Army supply 
cook sergeant and three assistants, and 
Army rations are provided for all. The 
Army supplies milk and meat, and 
other food is given by the public. The 
majority of the refugees are in- 
adequately clad, and consequently the 
gifts of clothes received from the public 
are welcomed. 

An average of 280 infants has been 
on the roll of the Red Cross since the 
bombing, and these are attended by a 
doctor daily between 11 a.m. and 6 
p.m. Trained nurses are always on 
the premises. All children under six 
months old are sent to Holles street, 
as are all maternity cases. 

While the number of donations 
received exceeded expectations, the 
report says that further gifts of ve 
tables, tea and butter are urgently 
needed. In addition to actual gifts, 
the Society received many offers of 
accommodation and some offers of 
adoption. 

Refugees willingly co-operate with 
the authorities, and seem to appreciate 


the efforts made by the Red Cross to 


assist them. During the day the women 
wash tables and clothes, w a te FO 
sweep the premises or peel po . 
All beddin is folded, and the dormi- 
tories are cleaned and disinfected. 

In the beginning Tramway and 
Great Northern Railway "buses assisted 
Red Cross ambulances to transport 
refugees from Amiens Street Station to 
the Cross dépéts, but recently this 
work has been done completely by 
the ambulances, of which nine have 
been commissioned, maintaining a 
twenty-four-hour service.

The War Surveyed 


Events in the world war are following 
one another with breath-taking rapidity ; 
and even the most vigilant newspaper is 
almost out of date before it is printed. 
Three weeks ago the Germans launched 
their attack upon Greece; yesterday the 
swastika was rum up on the Acropolis at 
Athens. The Germans claim also to have 
entered Patras, and to have taken pos- 
session of the Peloponnese. In short, for 
most practical purposes, the defeat of the 
Greek armies is complete. British 
bulletins from the Feadquarters at Cairo 
are eveu more than usually laconic. They 
simply announce that the allied forces 
in Greece are continuing their withdrawal, 
giving no details, and leaving the British 
public in the dark regarding the actual 
position of their troops. All that is known 
is that a magnificent rearguard action 
has been fought by the Australians and 
New Zealanders, who have formed the 
bulk of the British force in Greece; that 
exceedingly heavy losses have been 
inflicted on the Germans in respect both 
of men and of material; and that some 
of the fiercest fighting of the whole war 
has taken place during the last three 
weeks. The King and Government cf 
Greece at present are in the island of 
Crete, where they propose to carry on 
official resistance to the Germans and 
Italians with whatever means may be at 
their disposal. There can be small doubt 
now that the British forces will be com- 
pelled to withdraw from the mainland ; it 
is even possible, indeed, that some of 
them already have been evacuated with 
the help of the Royal Navy. In one of 
his memorable broadcasts last evening, 
the British Prime Minister made no 
attempt to minimise the gravity, or the 
extent, of the calamity that had befallen 
the allies in the Balkans. The figures 
which he gave serve only to throw into 
high relief the remarkable gallantry of 
the Greeks themselves, and of the 
Dominion troops who have been fighting 
by their side. Mr. Churchill announced 
that throughout General Wavell’s success- 
ful campaign in Libya, when the British 
Army of the Nile swept across Cyrenaica 
and even captured Benghazi, there never 
were more than two divisions—some thirty 
thousand men—at the General’s disposal. 
Then came the call from Greece for help ; 
and Mr. Churchill made it fairly clear 
that the number of men, and the amount 
of material that could be sent across the 
Mediterranean from North Africa were 
wholly inadequate to check the force of 
the German invasion. He insisted, on the 
other hand, that Great Britain was in 
honour bound to fulfil her pledges to 
Greece, that she had done all that was in 
her power at the moment to do, and that 
Greeks and British alike had every reason 
to feel proud of the fight that had been 
made by their men against overwhelming 
odds. 

There still probably will be a certain 
amount of guerrilla warfare in the 
Balkans; but the major campaign may be 
said to be at an end. What will be the 
Germans’ next move? Mr. Churchill ad- 
mitted that he did not know. Certainly, 
there will be an intensification of the 
German assault on Egypt. It seems now 
that only a single armoured brigade had 
been left in Libya after the despatch of 
British forces to Greece, and many of its 
vehicles were destroyed by a superior 
force of Germans near Benghazi. ‘There 
is a strong Imperial army in Egypt, 
which is likely to be reinforeed by the 
troops that have been operating against 
the Italians in East Africa; and it is 
quite possible that the decisive battle for 
Egypt may be fought in the near future. 
The Germans already have crossed the 
frontier at several places. Their light 
motorised detachments are skirmishing 
about the desert; but serious contact does 
not seem to have been made yet between 
the invaders and the British Imperial 
troops. At present the strategic situation 
is in what might be described as a liquid 
state. While the fight is in progress in 
Egypt Herr Hitler may decide to bring 
off another of his spectacular coups, and 
rumour already is busy regarding his in- 
tentions. According to Mr, Churchill, the 
next move may be against Spain and 
Moroceo. There may be a drive against 
Turkey, or even against Soviet Russia, in 
order to gain for Germany possession of 
the Caucausian oil fields and the wheat 
crops of the Ukraine. Eventually, said 
Mr. Churchill, Herr Hitler may domi- 
nate the Black Sea, and even the Caspian. 
“Who knows?” The British Premier 
remains true to his resolve to talk frankly 
His words last 
evening were at times almost brutally 
forthright, and no statesman in time of 
war ever has been more candid in his 
presentation of essential facts. While. 
however, he was not particularly en- 
couraging regarding the Battle of the 
Balkans, he had a rather different story 
to tell regarding the Battle of the 
Atlantic, upon the issue of which, it must 
be remembered, the fate of the British 
Empire will depend. Mr. Churchill was 
speaking not only to the people of Great 
Britain: he was speaking also to the 
people of the United States. It is 
becoming increasingly plain that all the 
resources of the twogreat English-speaking 
democracies will be pooled before this war 
is over; and the Germans will strain 
every nerve to prevent American supplies 
from reaching England. If the British 
and Americans ean keep the sea route 
open, the Germans cannot starve the 
British into submission. Of course, they 
may attempt an invasion; but, even for 
Herr Hitler, the hazard would be pro- 
digious. We believe, as we always have 
believed, that the wat will be won and 
lost ag sea, where Great Britain’s real 
power is concentrated. President Roose- 
velt’s’ la decision, to which Mr. 
Churchill referred so warmly, will enable 
the British to give greater protection to 
their merchant ships in home waters; but 
the Battle of the Atlantic has not begun 
im earnest yet, and a simultaneous in- 
vasion of Great Britain is by no means 
impossible |

; Meeting the Crisis. 
“A population disciplined, and ready 


that, in Mr. de Valera’s phrase, is the 
country’s need. If war comes to Ireland, 
it will come without notice, and the 
nation’s entire reserves of confidence and 
of coolness will be required.’ Nothing is 
better calculated to inspire our country 
with confidence than the knowledge that 
it is prepared; and preparation has 
become the first duty of every citizen. 
The Premier has appealed for more 
volunteers for the A.R.P., fire-fighting 
and medical services. The appeal must 


thousands of able-bodied people in this 
eity alone who prefer to regard the possi- 
hility of war as a visionary dream, and 
tens of thousands more who, while they 
recognise the danger, are doing nothing 
to help. Useful work can be found for 
avery one of them. When, and if, the 
worst happens, they will be only too 
teady to find a place in the nation’s 
mechanism of defence ; but by then it may 
be too late. Men and v:omen must enlist 
at once, in order that, if the moment of 
crisis comes. they may have received, at 
least, the elements of training in their 
various tasks; for one trained worker in 
any of the defence services is worth a 
dozen untrained men and women. The 
second necessity is that the;urban popula- 
dion shall take itself seriously. Already 
the Government has prepared an elaborate 
scheme for the evacuation of childrcn into 
the rural areas: but, in the meanwhile, 
every parent who can afford the cost is 
urged to send his dependents out of the 
city as soon ag is possible. Evacuation 
is necessary on three grounds. In the 
first place, it inevitably will save many 
young lives. In the second place, it will 
improve the moral of the city’s defenders 
to know that their children are, at any 
rate, reasonably safe. In the third place, 
it will make for the more efficient defence 
of the city, because military plans cannot 
be carried out if the streets are choked 
with frightened refugees. In all these 
circumstances, we think that the Govern- 
ment has done well to make the reception 
of evacuated children compulsory. It is 
a sorry commentary on the state of mind 
of many people in the provinces that they 
have declined to offer their hospitality, 
and we must hope that they will accept 
the inevitable with a good grace. The 
time for niceties is past: the national need 
is so great that everybody who declines 
his assistance must be compelled to co- 
operate in any system of defence that 


appears essential. 

Even if war continues to avoid our 
shores, the necessity for preparation 
remains insistent. Whatever may happen, 
this country is faced with a serious crisis, 
in the form of a scarcity of food and of 
fuel. Every available inch of land must 
be tilled. Speaking at Tullamore on 
Saturday, Mr. de Valera pointed out that 
there still is a week or two during which 
some of the grain crops may be sown: it 
is a very small time in which to make, 
possibly, all the difference between 
reasonable comfort and the horrors of 
hunger, and it must be utilised to the full 
extent. Even to-day, said the Premier, 
i there are some farmers who continue to 
flout the law, and refuse to sow the food 
| that the public safety requires. They 
have a chance still to change their minds: 
if they decline, then all the rigours of the 
law must be invoked against them. 
Technically, Ireland is not at war; in 
fact, she is in a condition whose dangers 
approximate to those of war, and the 
Government has a right to use the powers 
which would be sanctioned in such a state 
of emergency. 
de Valera offered to a cattle- 
breeding industry in his latest speech; 
yet the threat has become necessary. 
Ireland, if she wishes, can grow enough 
food to support not only her people, but 
also her millions of cattle; but, unless 
sufficient for both is grown, the animals 
“will have to go.’’ The choice lies now 
with the farmer: he may keep his cattle, 
but only on condition that his yield of 
crops is augmented greatly. Once assured 


i of a sufhciency oí food, the people will 


gain fresh heart to challenge any other 
dangers that may come upon them. The 
danger of a shortage of fuel can be over- 
come, as we believe, by organisation. The 
bogs of Ireland, if not inexhaustible, will 
provide fuel for very many years ; but the 
turf must be cut, and stacked, and 
transported to the places that need it. 
There are men in abundance who can 
do the work: the necessity is to elaborate 
a means by which a nation-wide scheme 
of turf-cutting can be set in motion. Mr. 
de Valera suggests that such a scheme— 
or a series of schemes—could be operated 
by the parish committees; and, if the 
}committees are willing and competent, 
there ought to be no better machinery. 
Once again, however, the necessity is 
speed. The work must be taken in hands 
at once, lest it be taken in hands too late. 
We repeat that there is a job for every- 
body in the country—in one or another 
branch of the defence services, in the 


| cultivation of the soil or in the winning 


of turf—and that the country cannot 
afford to let anybody shirk his job. 
Thousands of lives may be saved by a 
ready and immediate response to the 
Premier’s appeals. 


News Broadcasts

away places before even the soldiers on 
the spot know of it. If he does not get 
his information from one source he knows 
that he can get it from another, and 
many listeners are becoming almost 
judicial in the way in which they give an 
ear to the statements of all parties, 
weighing up this against that, comparing 
this possible exaggeration with that pos- 
sible under-estimate, examining all the 
facts admitted or reported by the various 
conflicting communiqués' and commen- 
tators, until eventually they arrive at a 
conclusion that bears some semblance to 
the good face of truth. Dean Inge has 
said truly that fanatical partisanship 
always is fatal to the truth, and many 
people, grown cynical, have come to 
regard almost every official utterance 
about the war, from whatever source it

We have wondered often what the 
average listener in Britain thought in his 
heart about some of those broadcasts, and 
those cheers in Parliament express ais 
feelings. If the B.B.C. goes back to 
its honoured policy of purely objective 
news and comment and spurns what have 
come to be called its “ bed-time stories, 
it cannot fail to command the respectful 
attention of everybody.

War Damage Claims 


The British Government is taking 
prompt steps to bring about a speeding 
up of war damage claims, and a number 
regional offices are to be established to 
deal with the subject. In London there 
will be four regional offices, which will be 
opened this week, and the procedure for 
making claims is to be greatly simplified 
by the introduction of a new form, in 
which the details to be furnished are re- 
duced to a minimum, Those who have 
already filled in the existing form need 
not apply for the new one, as the details 
are now being recorded and considered, 
but from now the simplified form will be 
used in all cases of new claims, and 
claimants will appreciate the change, 
which will avoid much of the detail in- 
corporated in the original. Every assist- 
ance is to be given at the regional offices 
to those who have suffered war damage 
to prepare their claims, and further in- 
formation will not be called for if it is 
obtainable from the records of the local 
authorities. 


London Flats Shortage 


London is experiencing a shortage of 
residential flats, and the house agents 
are besieged with would-be clients 
anxious to secure accommodation. It 
seems that there is a great demand for 
flats on the first and second floors of steel 
and concrete buildings, While the 
Government is requisitioning many big 
blocks of these buildings for its various 
requirements, shops also are in demand, 
firms suffering from the raids being 
desirous of opening new premises as 
quickly as possible. The resiliency of 
the business world is really remarkable, 
and in places where the damage has been 
severe shops resumed trade within a few 
hours, though the windows were without 
glass and all the fittings wrecked.

New Land Movement 


A pioneer of farming reform is starting 
a new movement designed to place those 
people on the land w think that they 
can contribute to the production of food 
on a bigger scale. stated. ;

opportunity to learn, and in answer it is 
suggested that people shall be placed on 
the land in a co-operative effort, with a 
chance to settle down in new surroundings 
among communities similar to their own. 
These farming communities would help to 
reclaim derelict land and be formed of 
retired business and professional men, 
and tradespeople who have lost their 
businesses. These people can be trained 
for the work as a permanency or for the 
duration of the war.

Salvage Weeks 


The Ministry of Supply is encouraging 
municipal authorities to organise salvage 
weeks, and it is suggested that a campaign 
should be opened throughout the whole 
of Britain to stimulate the movement. 
It is proposed that there shall not be a 
single week in the year which has not 
been chosen as salvage week by some 
town or village, and the inhabitants are 
to be urged to collect metals of all kinds, 
as well as waste paper, and anything else 
that is wanted for war work. Investiga- 
tions show that the salvage movement ig 
capable of a great development, as there 
is still a good deal of waste of «useful 
material. At least one of the London 
boroughs proposes to collect household 
refuse only once a fortnight, and the 
dustmen will be employed for the other 
week in collecting metal, paper; bones 
and other articles.

Travelling Shops 


The travelling shop is an old-established 
institution in the country districts. 
Almost every fair has its booth set up in 
the market square; in this country the 
sale is usually of clothing, and the pro- 

rietor drapes his wares all over his cart. 
Needless to say, these travelling mer- 
chants are not popular with the local 
shopkeepers. 

In England the custom is much more 
widely spread, and the range of goods 
includes food, fruit and household 
articles. J. B. Priestly built his “ Let 
the People Sing ” around the van of one 
of these salesmen, and the business seems 
to be a lucrative one. 

I notice that recently the travelling 
shop is making its appearance in the city 
suburbs, especially around the new hous- 
ing schemes, Many of these new “‘ towns”’ 
are badly supplied with shops, and the 
fare to the city must be reckoned in the 
price of all purchases. 


Accordingly, these shops, which bring | 


the daily vegetables and fish and fruit to 
the door are welcome. Some of the shops 
are run by far-seeing city business houses 
and others—the majority of them—by 
private individuals. 

Now that the city firms are finding it 
hard to deliver goods, many housewifes, 
who were accustomed to having their pur- 
ehases sent out to them, find it more 
satisfactory to await the regularity of the 
travelling shop. 

Usually a flat cart is chosen and the 
vegetables and fruit carefully packed and 
covered. The housewife can come out and 
inspect what she is getting, which is more 
than she could do when she left a stand- 
ing order with a city firm. 

There are a number of these shops. 
One is run very efficiently by two young 
girls, who do all the work, buying and 
selling, as well as driving the horse.

BIG ATTACK 


FIRES IN INDUSTRIAL 
AND DOCK AREAS 


— 


OYAL Air Force bombers on 
R Saturday night dropped power- 

ful bombs and showered thous- 
ands of incendiaries on Hamburg. 
Fires were started in the industrial 
and. dock areas. 

During the day a German supply 
ship was sunk off Norway, and two 
planes on the ground at an aerodrome 
near Sund, Norway, were destroyed, 
while others were machine-gunned. 

Describing the attacks an Air 
Ministry communigué yesterday stated : 

‘During daylight yesterday (Satur- 
day) aircraft of the Bomber Command 
continued their operations against 
enemy shipping. Off the coast of Nor- 
way three supply ships were attacked, 
and at Jeast one of them was sunk. A 
vessel of about 4,000 tons, in an es- 
corted convoy off the Frisian Islands, 
was bombed and damaged. ‘Flak ' 
ships near the Dutch coast were at- 
tacked with bombs and machine-gun 
fire. 

‘A successful surprise attack was 
made on an gerodrome hear Sund, in 
Norway, yesterday. Two aircraft on 
the’ ground were destroyed by bombs, 
and others were machine-gunned. 

“Last night’s main attack by 
bombers of the same Command was 
on objectives in Hamburg. Powerful 
bombs and thousands of incendiaries 
were dropped, and fires. were started 
in the industrial and dock areas. 

“Other aireraft attacked . Emden, 
Bremerhaven and Cuxhaven. From 
all these day and night operations by 
the Bomber Command five of our air- 
craft are missing. 

“Aircraft of the Coastal Command 
last night successfully bombed docks 
at Le Havre and at Ijmuiden. No 
aircraft is missing from these opera- 
tions,”’ 


EFFECT OF NEW BOMB 


The Air Ministry News Service, 
describing the attack on Hamburg, 
savs — 

‘Berlin, Kiel and Bremen have 
already felt the force of Britain’s latest 
and most powerful bombs, and now 
Hamburg has experienced the deyasta- 
tion which they can cause. 

‘One pilot afterwards spoke of ‘a 
luge heaving mass like a volcanic 
eruption, which rose and settled down 
into a great red glow fully half a mile 
in diameter.’ 

‘The burst of this bomb was seen

There was the individual who wanted 
to be in the privileged position of 
being free himself to do what he liked 
and who expects his neighbour to do 
what is needed in the common interest, 
“but if we are going to have dicta- 
torial powers exercised by the Govern- 
ment they must be exercised gener- 
pe hey would be all sorry to 
call upon those powers. It would be 
much better to achieve their aims by 
loyal co-operation. 


NO IMPORTS 


They had tried as a Government to 
make the country as self-sufficing as 
possible in essentials, and all now 
agreed that in times of crisis no other 
policy was possible. They had to feed 
themselves from their own resources 
and provide, in the main, their own 
fuel supplies. 

The people who criticised the steps 
taken by the Government did not 
realise or take into account our cir- 
cumstances as compared with the cir- 
cumstances of other countries. The 
shortage in the case of food — 
wheat and tea. They had 
porting a very large quantity of wheat 
despite their efforts to get more wheat 
sown.

HEAVY PENALTIES 


“Very heavy penalties must be im- 
posed on them, and if ordinary penal- 
ties fail we will have to go further,” 
he said. 

“The towns and big centres of 
population are now our weak spots, 
he declared; “some time ago the 
farmers were in the front line trenches, 
but now it is the poor people of the 
towns who are in the front lines. 
Bread and tea are going to be short— 
these are almost the staple diet of the 

oor, and our biggest problem is to 
find a substitute for them.” 

Urging greater production of 
fuel, he commended the work of Parish 
Councils, and said that some of the 
criticism to which the Government had 
been subjected was in a sense mali- 
cious and unfounded, and bound to 
affect the morale of the people. The 
country is going to pass through a 
difficult time, in which the Govern- 
ment would need the full and loyal co- 
operation of all citizens. 

Referring to the foot-and-mouth 
disease, he said that a great deal of 
the loss and trouble could have been 
avoided if the farmers themselves, and 
the community as a whole, followed 
the instructions given them by the De- 
partment. There had been criminal 
neglect in many cases.

spread. We had cleaned the Italians 
out of Cyrenaica, and it now lies with 
us to purge that province of the 
Germans. That will be a harder task, 
but we cannot expect to do it at once. 
I never try to make out that defeats 
are victories. I have never underrated 
the German as a warrior. Indeed, I 
told you months ago that the swift, 
unbroken course of victories which we 
had gained over the Italians could not 
possibly continue, and misfortunes 
must be accepted. . There is only one 
thing certain about war—that is, that 
it is full of disappointments and also 
full of mistakes. 


A PERSONAL OPINION 


It remains to be seen, however, 
whether it is the Germans who have 
made a mistake in trampling down the 
Balkan States, and in making a river 
of blood and hate between themselves 
and the Greek and Yugoslav peoples. 
If remains to be seen whether they 
have made a mistake in their attempt 
to invade Egypt with the forces and 
means of supply which they have now 
got. Taught by experience, I have 
made it a rule never to prophecy about 
battles yet to be fought out. I should 
be very sorry to see the tasks of the 
combatants in the Middle East ex- 
changed, and for General Wavell’s 
armies to be in the position of the 
German invaders. That is only a per- 
sonal opinion, and I can well under- 
stand there may be different views. 

It is certain that fresh dangers 
besides those which threaten Egypt 
may come upon us in the Mediter- 
ranean. Wai may spread to Spain and 
Morocco. It may spread eastwards to 
Turkey and Russia. The Germans may 
lay their hands for a time on the 
granaries of the Ukraine or the oil- 
wells of the Caucasus. They may 
dominate the Caspian—who can tell? 


AVENGING JUSTICE 


We shall do our best to meet them 
and fight them wherever they go; but 
there is one thing which is certain, 
there is one thing which rises out of 
the vast welter which is sure, and 
which no one in his senses can 
mistake—Hitler cannot find safety from 
the avenging justice in the East, the 
Middle East or the Far East. In order 
to win this war he must either conquer 
this island by invasion or he must 
cut the ocean lifeline which joins us 
to the United States. Let us look into 
these alternatives if you will bear with 
me for a few minutes longer. :

tions have been made by our Navy and 
our Air Force; by the hundreds of

AMERICA’S DECISION 


Still, when you think how easy it is 
to sink ships at sea and hard it is to 
build and protect them; when you 
remember we never have less than 
2,000 ships afloat and 300 to 400 in the 
danger areas; when you think of the 
great armies we maintain, and the 
reinforcements in the East and the 
world-wide traffic we have to carry, 
can you wonder that it is the Battle of 
the Atlantic which holds the first place 
in the thoughts of those upon whom 
rests the responsibility for procuring 
the victory? 

It was, therefore, with indescrib- 
able relief that I learned of the tre- 
mendous decision lately taken by the 
President and people of the United 
States. The American Fleet and fiy- 
ing boats have been ordered to patrol 
the wide waters of the Western hemis- 
phere and to warn the eful ship- 
ping of all nations outside the combat 
zone of the presence of lurking U- 
boats or raiding cruisers belonging to 
the two gressor nations. We, 
British, will therefore be able to con- 
centrate our protecting forces far more 
on the routes nearer home and to take 
a far heavier toll of the U-boats there. 


U-BOAT MENACE 


_I felt for some time that something 
like this was bound to happen. 
President and Congress of the United 
States, having newly fortified them- 
selves by talking with their electors, 
have solemnly pledged their aid to 
Britain in this war, because they deem 
our cause just, and because they know 
their own interests and safety would 
be endangered if we were destroyed. 
They are taxing themselves heavily. 
They have passed great legislations. 
They have turned a large part of their 
gigantic industry to make the muni- 
tions which we need. They have 
even given us or lent us valuable 
weapons of their own. I could not 
believe they .would allow the high 
purposes which they have set them- 
selves to be frustrated and the pro- 
ducts of their skill and labour sunk to 
the bottom of the seas. 

U-boat warfare, as conducted by 
Germany, is entirely contrary to the 
international one freely sub- 
scribed to by any a few years 
ago. There is no effective blockade 
but only a merciless murdering and 
marauding over wide and indis- 
criminate areas, utterly beyond the 
control of the German sea wer.

PREMIER PREPARING 
NEW STATEMENT

NEW YORK, Saturday. 

Fears of an early German attack on 
Portugal are expressed in New York 
Times reports received here from 
Europe. According to these — 
Dr Salazar, the Portuguese Prime 
Minister, is preparing a new statement 
on neutrality, which he is expected to 
make public on Monday “in order to 
quiet public alarm.” 

According to an Associated Press 
Lisbon message, public opinion in 
Portugal is not showing any evident 
alarm at the rumours spread from 
various foreign sources, to the effect 
that Germany is pushing the Iberian 
Peninsula into war. 

The “people confidently claim that 
Portugal’s neutrality is of advantage to 
the rest of the world, and that the 
country’s foreign relations have given 
no cause for friction with any 
belligerent or neutral. Lisbon is not 
only Britain’s port of call in Europe, 
but also Germany’s only gateway from 
Europe to America and Africa. 

Relations between Portugal and 
Spain have long been a matter causing 
no concern to either country, reliable 
sources here said. 

‘*Spain will never forget that she 
owes to Portugal her victory over the 
revolutionary forces,’ these sources 
said. 

They added that Dr. Salazar, the 
Portuguese .Premier, and General 
Franco signed a non-aggression pact 
which ‘‘ will prove that not all pacts 
are ‘scraps of paper.’ ”’
